The government is directed to submit a written report describing its implementation of
the applicable minimization procedures to any U.S. person information received pursuant to the
production order issued in this matter. The report shall provide sufficient detail about the nature
and volume of U.S. person information, and the manner in which it is retained and disseminated,
to permit the Court to assess the adequacy of the minimization procedures as implemented in this
case.

In addition, the report submitted by the government shall state whether the records or

other tangible things received pursuant to the production order included th
ithin the meaning of 18 U.S.C. § 2510(8
describe the nature and volume of any such information that has been recerved,

and explain how it is being handled by the government.

The report required by this supplemental order shall be submitted no later than 90 days
from the completion of production of records or other tangible things pursuant to the production

order.
